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directed  by  those  who  are  members  of  Evangelical 
churches,  and  designed  to  serve  as  pioneers  and  auxi- 
liaries of  the  Church  of  Christ,  they  are  in  nowise 
meant  to  take  her  place,  or  to  usurp  her  prerogatives. 
In  this  capacity,  they  may  justly  claim  her  counte- 
nance and  fostering  care.  Their  simple,  but  great  and 
only  object  is  to  promote  the  spiritual  and  intellectual 
good  of  young  men  by  such  moral  means  as  the  pro- 
vidence of  God  may  place  within  their  reach. 

The  past  year  records  the  organization  of  the  Young- 
Men’s  Christian  Association,  of  Philadelphia,  and  adds 
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countries.  Taking  their  rise  in  the  metropolis  of 
Britain,  they  have  been  rapidly  multiplied,  until  they 
now  exist  in  nearly  all  the  cities,  as  well  as  many  of 
the  towns,  of  the  old  and  new  world.  Instituted  and 
directed  by  those  who  are  members  of  Evangelical 
churches,  and  designed  to  serve  as  pioneers  and  auxi- 
liaries of  the  Church  of  Christ,  they  are  in  nowise 
meant  to  take  her  place,  or  to  usurp  her  prerogatives. 
In  this  capacity,  they  may  justly  claim  her  counte- 
nance and  fostering  care.  Their  simple,  but  great  and 
only  object  is  to  promote  the  spiritual  and  intellectual 
good  of  young  men  by  such  moral  means  as  the  pro- 
vidence of  God  may  place  within  their  reach. 

The  past  year  records  the  organization  of  the  Young 
Men’s  Christian  Association,  of  Philadelphia,  and  adds 
another  to  the  long  catalogue  of  noble  institutions 
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and  societies  with  which  the  city  of  Penn  is  blessed  and 
adorned. 

Agreeably  to  public  notice,  a meeting  of  young  men 
was  held  in  Sansom  Street  Hall,  on  Thursday  evening, 
the  15th  of  June,  1854,  was  duly  constituted,  and 
opened  with  prayer.  The  Rev.  John  Dowling,  D.D., 
Rev.  Thomas  Brainerd,  D.D.,  Rev.  John  Jenkins,  Rev. 
G.  W.  Shields,  and  Rev.  D.  A.  Tyng  participated  in 
the  exercises  of  the  occasion,  which  were  deeply  in- 
teresting. At  the  close,  it  was  resolved  to  organize  a 
Young  Men’s  Christian  Association.  At  subsequent 
meetings,  a Constitution  and  Code  of  By-Laws  were 
adopted,  Officers  elected,  and  Committees  appointed. 
The  Constitution  has  been  published,  and  some  3,500 
copies  distributed,  one  having  been  sent  to  each  Evan- 
gelical Minister  in  this  State.  The  Preamble  and  1st 
Article  of  this  Constitution  read  as  follows  : 

PREAMBLE. 

We,  the  subscribers,  actuated  by  a desire  to  promote  evangelical 
religion  among  young  men  resident  in,  or  visiting  this  city  and  its 
vicinity,  and  impressed  with  the  importance  of  concentrated  effort  in 
accomplishing  that  object,  and  desirous  of  forming  an  association  in 
which  wre  may  together  labor  for  the  great  end  proposed,  hereby  agree 
to  adopt  for  our  government  the  following  Constitution,  to  wit : 

ARTICLE  l. 

NAME  AND  OBJECT. 

Sect.  1. — The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  “ Tiie  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia.” 

Sect.  2. — The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  improvement 
of  the  spiritual,  mental,  and  social  condition  of  young  men,  by  the 
ways  and  means  hereinafter  designated. 
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Oar  banner  thus  unfurled,  with  about  57  original 
members,  we  have  advanced  with  steady  increase,  until 
our  roll  now  numbers  517  active,  145  associate,  17  life, 
and  25  honorary,  making  a total  membership  at  this 
date,  of  704. 

In  presenting  to  the  members  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia,  this,  our  First 
Annual  Report,  we  are  called  upon  in  a very  special 
manner  to  record  our  sincere  thanks  to  God  for  the 
smiles  of  his  countenance  which  he  has  been  pleased 
so  graciously  to  vouchsafe  to  our  enterprise. 

Our  Association  has  been  regarded  with  marked 
favor  by  the  ministry  and  people  of  all  our  Evangelical 
churches,  many  of  whom  have  already  manifested  a 
deep  interest  in  our  welfare. 

More  than  500  young  men,  members  of  different  de- 
nominations, but  of  a common  Christianity,  have  been 
thus  brought  to  associate  together  for  their  own  mutual 
improvement,  but  more  especially  for  the  purpose  of 
exercising  a salutary  influence  upon  that  vast  multitude 
of  young  men  who  are  yet  without  the  sacred  enclosure 
of  the  Church  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 
Although  differing  in  many  points  of  church  order  and 
discipline,  we  have  been  made  powerfully  to  feel  that 
we  are  all  one  in  Christ,  the  living  Head,  and  that  we 
are  all  candidates  for  the  same  blessed  and  eternal  rest. 

Around  such  a nucleus  as  this,  what  a noble  band  of 
young  disciples  may  be  gathered  to  do  valiant  service 
for  their  Saviour  King. 

Shortly  after  our  organization,  the  large  second  story 
room,  162  Chestnut  Street,  was  rented  for  $700  per 
annum,  and  suitably  fitted  up  at  an  expense  of  about 
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$600,  for  a Reading-Room,  Library,  and  for  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Managers  : being  abundantly  sup- 
plied with  reviews,  magazines,  and  newspapers  of  a 
religious  and  secular  character,  embracing  most  of  the 
standard  and  approved  publications  of  the  day.  These 
rooms  were  thrown  open  to  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  the  3d  day  of  October  last,  and  the  young 
men  of  the  city  generally,  invited  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  thus  offered  to  them.  It  is  deeply 
to  be  regretted,  that  from  some  cause  these  rooms  have 
not  been  frequented,  either  by  members  or  others,  to 
that  extent  which  was  expected.  This  has  led  the 
Board  of  Managers  to  consider  the  propriety  of  removal 
to  rooms  more  central,  and  better  adapted  to  the  wants 
of  the  Association.  The  committee  having  the  matter 
in  charge,  find  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  procure  rooms 
suitable  in  every  respect,  for  the  growing  wants  of  an 
association  like  ours.  A cheerful,  well-arranged  Read- 
ing-room and  Library,  convenient  rooms  for  prayer- 
meetings  and  committees,  with  ample  accommodations 
adjoining,  for  lectures  and  monthly  meetings  of  the 
association,  are  necessary  to  work  the  complex 
machinery  of  an  organization  like  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association.  Until  we  are  able  to  obtain 
such,  we  must  endeavor  to  carry  on  our  operations  to 
the  best  advantage  with  such  conveniences  as  we  can 
command. 

The  attractions  of  a city  life  may  have  kept  from 
our  rooms  many  who  would  have  found  them  a source 
of  pleasures,  purer,  more  substantial,  and  more  endur- 
ing than  those  which  they  have  enjoyed. 

We  would  fondly  hope,  that  in  future,  our  rooms 
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may  form  a centre  of  influence  to  the  young  men  of 
our  city — more  attractive  to  them  than  the  Exchange 
to  the  merchant,  or  the  Theatre  and  Opera  to  the 
votary  of  pleasure.  Then,  and  not  till  then,  will  our 
labors  be  felt,  and  acknowledged  as  an  effectual  means 
for  accomplishing,  with  the  blessing  of  God,  great  and 
lasting  good  to  our  rising  youth. 

The  monthly  meetings  of  the  Association  have  been 
regularly  held,  during  the  year,  in  the  Lecture  Rooms 
of  various  churches,  but  latterly  in  that  of  the  Third 
Dutch  Reformed  Church,  whose  officers  kindly  granted 
its  use  without  expense,  as  a permanent  place  of  meet- 
ing, and  for  which  they  are  entitled  to  our  cordial 
thanks.  Essays  on  interesting  moral  and  religious 
subjects,  or  reviews  of  important  works,  have  been  read 
at  these  meetings,  and  have  formed  the  basis  of  interest- 
ing and  instructive  discussion ; and  while  at  times  a 
diversity  of  sentiment  may  have  existed,  there  has  ever 
been  on  all  sides,  a manifest  zeal  for  the  sublime  and 
important  truths  of  our  holy  religion,  showing  clearly 
that  underneath  was  a solid  stratum  of  religious  prin- 
ciple, and  a careful  desire  to  maintain  it  in  all  its 
purity,  while  all  around  was  an  atmosphere  of  love. 

The  members  who  have  been  privileged  to  attend, 
have  longed  for  the  monthly  return  of  these  meetings, 
and  have  often  retired  from  them  with  the  love  of 
Christ  burning  with  renewed  strength  in  their  hearts, 
and  experiencing  that  it  had  been  good  to  be  there. 
These  monthly  convocations  have  been  hallowed  seasons 
of  refreshing  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  and  have 
continued  to  grow  in  interest,  each  succeeding  one 
drawing  out  more  fully  the  loveliest  graces  of  the  Holy 
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Spirit,  and  enabling  one  and  all  at  the  close,  to  exclaim 
in  the  language  of  the  sweet  singer  of  Israel,  “ Behold, 
how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell 
together  in  unity.” 

A weekly  prayer-meeting,  with  but  few  intermis- 
sions, has  been  kept  up  with  considerable  interest  in  the 
Managers’  room.  The  importance  of  such  a weekly 
gathering  of  the  members  of  our  Association,  can 
hardly  be  over-estimated.  We  should  ever  remember 
that  divine  injunction,  “ Pray  without  ceasing,”  and 
also  the  unfailing  promise  of  the  blessed  Saviour, 
“ Where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  my 
name,  there  am  I in  the  midst  of  them.” 

The  reports  of  the  several  standing  committees  are 
appended,  an  examination  of  which  will  show  that 
although  all  has  not  been  done  that  could  have  been 
desired,  yet  our  committees  have  been  at  work,  and 
have  already  done  good  service.  The  Sabbath  School 
statistics  which  have  been  collected  and  published  by 
one  of  these  committees,  exhibit  a vast  amount  of 
personal  labor,  and  are  a valuable  contribution  to  the 
Sabbath  School  cause. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  which  is  also  appended, 
exhibits  the  receipts  of  the  year  to  have  been  $1689  30, 
payments  $1564  32,  leaving  a balance  on  hand  of 
$124  98. 

The  actual  resources  of  the  first  year  being  natu- 
rally small,  and  the  expenditures  unusually  large, 
great  responsibility  and  labor  devolved  upon  the 
Finance  Committee,  who  with  the  various  other  com- 
mittees have  discharged  their  duty  in  a way  that 
merits  the  warmest  thanks  of  the  Association. 
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We  are  under  obligations  to  the  several  publication 
houses  referred  to  in  the  Report  of  the  Library  Com- 
mitee  for  valuable  contributions  of  books,  and  to  the 
publishers  of  various  newspapers,  magazines,  &c.,  for 
sending  us  their  publications  free  of  charge. 

Thanks  are  due  to  President  Allen  of  Girard  Col- 
lege, and  the  Hon.  Judge  Lowrie  of  the  Supreme 
Court  Of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  very  able,  lucid,  and 
instructive  lectures,  which  they  so  kindly  consented 
to  deliver  before  the  Association,  and  which  tended  in 
no  small  degree  to  promote  its  interests. 

The  Association  is  also  indebted  to  the  Rev.  D.  A. 
Tyng,  J.  Wheaton  Smith,  R.  S.  S.  Dickinson,  John 
Thomson,  D.D.  (of  New  York),  J.  P.  Durbin,  D.D., 
W.  J.  R.  Taylor,  C.  Wadsworth,  John  Chambers, 
Charles  A.  Smith,  D.D.,  J.  T.  Ward,  W.  B.  Stevens, 
D.D.,  John  Dowling,  D.D.,  A.  A.  Willetts,  D.  W. 
Bartine,  T.  W.  J.  Wylie,  and  R.  Newton,  D.D.,  for  a 
series  cf  excellent  and  most  appropriate  discourses, 
delivered  on  Sabbath  evenings,  in  various  sections  of 
the  city,  which  were  on  most  occasions  attended  by 
very  large  and  attentive  audiences,  and  we  have 
reason  to  believe  have  been  productive  of  much  spi- 
ritual good. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duty  imposed  on  us  by  the 
7th  article  of  the  Constitution,  we  have  thus  given  a 
very  rapid  and  imperfect  sketch  of  the  organization 
and  first  year’s  proceedings  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association  of  Philadelphia,  an  associa- 
tion as  yet  in  its  infancy,  but  which,  if  properly 
directed,  is  destined  ere  long  to  accomplish  much  for 
the  spiritual  and  commercial  prosperity  of  our  rapidly 
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increasing  city.  Hundreds  of  young  men  are  re- 
sorting hither  annuallv  to  enter  the  avenues  of  com- 
rnerce,  mechanics,  literature,  or  art.  Many  of  them 
come  with  the  fear  of  God  before  their  eyes,  or  at 
least  with  a foundation  of  good  principles  laid,  though 
perhaps  not  settled ; most  of  them  with  some  good 
tendencies  which  proper  influences  may  develope  and 
confirm ; all  of  them  with  capacities  for  knowledge, 
virtue,  and  happiness  which  under  Christian  culture 
may  attain  high  excellence  and  render  their  possessors 
ornaments  to  society  and  blessings  to  mankind. 

Many  such  inexperienced  youth  are  crowding  into 
our  city  fresh  from  a father’s  anxious  care,  or  a 
mother’s  love.  They  enter  our  city  comparative 
strangers,  and  are  met  at  almost  every  corner  by  the 
most  seductive  forms  of  vice.  The  theatre,  the 
brothel,  the  dram-shop,  and  the  gaming-table,  invite 
them  to  pursue  the  dangerous  paths  of  pleasure,  and 
vie  with  each  other  in  urging  them  on  to  eternal 
ruin.  These  young  men  who  are  just  standing  upon 
the  threshold  of  a city  life,  forget  perhaps  the  solemn 
warning  of  wisdom  written  in  God’s  word,  “ Enter 
not  into  the  path  of  the  wicked,  avoid  it,  pass  not  by 
it,  turn  from  it  and  pass  away.  For  they  sleep  not 
except  they  have  done  mischief,  and  their  sleep  is 
taken  away  unless  they  cause  some  to  fall,” — and 
attracted  by  a thousand  alluring  forms  of  vice,  and 
with  no  kindly  or  restraining  influence  brought  to 
bear  upon  them,  they  may  soon  lose  all  the  religious 
impressions  of  their  earlier  youth,  and  become  as- 
sociates of  those  whose  glory  it  is  to  involve  the 
unsuspecting  in  their  own  shame. 
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This  Association,  then,  as  an  efficient  and  appro- 
priate auxiliary  to  the  Church,  steps  forward  and  meets 
these  young  men  ere  they  have  encountered  the  temp- 
tations of  a city  life,  takes  them  to  its  rooms,  intro- 
duces them  to  the  companionship  of  virtue  and  piety, 
and  finally  leads  them  to  the  Church  of  their  fathers, 
where  alone  safety  and  peace  are  to  be  secured.  In 
this  way  we  may  be  instrumental  in  saving  many  a 
promising  youth,  the  child,  it  may  be,  of  many  a fervent 
prayer,  and  thus  rescued,  he  in  turn  may  become  a 
blessing  to  many  who  may  hereafter  follow  him  to  the 
temptations  and  trials  of  city  life. 

Here,  then,  0 young  men  that  have  professed  the 
name  of  Jesus,  and  have  taken  up  His  Cross,  is  a wide 
and  important  field,  wherein  you  may  toil,  and,  if 
faithful,  relying  upon  promised  grace,  may  behold  a 
rich  harvest  in  the  in-gathering  of  the  travail  of  the 

G O 

Redeemer’s  soul. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important,  if  not  the  crown- 
ing element  of  our  Association,  and  if  we  have  failed 
in  any  one  duty  more  than  in  another,  we  think  it  is 
in  this : our  rooms  have  been  opened,  our  monthly 
meetings  have  been  held,  our  lectures  and  sermons 
have  been  delivered,  our  Committees  have  been  organ- 
ized, and,  for  the  most  part,  have  done  well.  With 
all  this,  we  have  forgotten,  we  fear,  our  personal,  indi- 
vidual responsibility  to  God,  and  to  the  interests  of  this 
Association.  There  is  a work  here  for  each  member 
of  this  Association  to  do,  which  no  Committee,  however 
able  and  efficient,  can  do  for  him. 

We  would  say,  then,  to  each  active  member  of  our 
Association,  Go  to  that  young  man  in  the  spring- 
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time  of  life,  tell  him  of  our  Association,  take  him  by 
the  hand  and  lead  him  to  our  rooms  and  our  meetings, 
visit  him  on  the  Sabbath,  and  conduct  him  to  the 
sanctuary  and  the  Sabbath-School,  and  as  you  pass 
along  talk  to  him  of  the  love  of  Christ.  In  a word, 
make  him  your  companion,  and,  in  the  end,  it  may 
be  found  you  have  been  the  means  of  doing  for  that 
young  man  what  the  minister  of  Christ  and  beloved 
friends  could  not  do.  Each  young  man  in  this  Asso- 
ciation has  therefore  a personal  influence,  and  & personal 
responsibility,  for  the  right  discharge  of  which  God 
will  hold  him  accountable. 

We  dwell  upon  this  subject  because  very  much  of 
the  future  usefulness  and  success  of  the  Association 
depends  upon  the  earnest,  self-denying,  persevering 
efforts  of  its  individual  members.  The  few  who  are 
animated  by  a holy  zeal  for  the  glory  of  God,  and  the 
highest  good  of  our  sinful  world,  have  everything  to 
do  in  hastening  on  the  reign  of  righteousness  and  truth, 
while  the  mass  of  professors  are  content  that  their  pro- 
gress in  the  Christian  career  should  be  characterized  by 
a lazy,  careless,  monotonous  observance  of  an  external 
routine  of  duties,  without  any  vigorous,  aggressive, 
personal  effort  to  arrest  the  progress  of  sin,  or  to  pro- 
mote the  kingdom  of  the  Saviour  whom  they  profess 
to  serve.  Perhaps  too  much  of  this  tendency  has  al- 
ready appeared  in  our  midst,  and  if  so,  now  is  the  time 
to  begin  to  walk  in  a new  pathway;  note,  the  time,  for 
each  member  conscious  of  his  duty  as  a member,  to 
strive  that  this  Association  shall  exercise  that  influence, 
and  do  that  work,  which  were  intended  in  its  organi- 
zation. What  may  not  be  expected  in  the  future, — 
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what  might  not  be  attained,  if  the  704  members  on  our 
roll  at  this  time,  were  animated  by  one  spirit,  and 
were  united  together  as  an  energetic  whole  for  the  phy- 
sical, moral,  and  religious  welfare  of  the  masses  of  our 
young  men  who 

“ Own  no  Saviour  and  fear  no  God.” 

Objects  of  usefulness  are  not  wanting.  There  are 
the  young  men  of  every  class  whose  sole  business  on 
the  Sabbath,  is  to  congregate  at  the  corners  of  our 
streets  : there  are  those  who  are  exposed  to  the  soul-de- 
stroying influence  of  an  infidel  club,  whose  glory  it  is 
to  sap  the  very  foundation  of  our  pure  Christianity, 
and  to  substitute  the  vagaries  of  a fallible  reason,  for 
the  sure,  infallible,  revelation  of  God.  Is  nothing  to 
be  done  for  these  ? 

While  we  look  after  the  young  men  who  yearly  seek 
our  city,  to  enter  the  paths  of  business,  should  we  not 
also  care  for  those  already  there,  that  they  may  be 
saved  before  it  be  too  late,  from  the  certain  results  ot 
a course  of  sin  and  profligacy  ! It  is  for  each  member 
to  answer  these  cpiestions  ; — and  while  I feel  my  own 
responsibility,  in  conclusion,  let  me  say  in  the  language 
of  the  poet,  to  every  one  who  is  disposed  to  take  his 
ease, 

“ Think  not  of  rest ; though  dreams  be  sweet, 

Start  up,  and  ply  your  heavenward  feet. 

Is  not  God’s  oath  upon  your  head, 

Ne’er  to  sink  back  on  slothful  bed, 

Never  again  your  loins  untie, 

Nor  let  your  torches  waste  and  die, 

Till,  when  the  shadows  thickest  fall, 

Ye  hear  your  Master’s  midnight  call?”

Report  of  Committee  on  Rooms  and  Distribution. 


Philadelphia,  May  15th,  1855. 

The  Committee  on  Rooms  and  Distribution  respectfully  submit  the  fol- 
lowing Report : — 

The  room  occupied  by  the  Association  was  rented,  by  a special  Committee, 
from  Mr.  Swaim,  at  the  annual  rent  of  $700,  commencing  1st  September, 
1854. 

The  room  was  furnished  under  the  direction  of  a Committee  appointed 
for  this  purpose,  the  total  cost  of  which  amounts  to  $871  72,  including  ad- 
ditional expenditures  made  by  the  Room  Committee. 

It  has  been  well  lighted,  comfortably  heated,  and  kept  in  good  order ; it 
has  been,  and  now  is,  in  the  care  of  Theodore  Eaton,  a young  man  who  has 
given  satisfaction  in  performing  his  duty. 

The  room  was  found  adapted  only  to  the  use  of  the  Association  as  a 
Reading-Room.  The  monthly  meetings  were  held  at  different  places  for 
some  time.  It  was  deemed  best,  however,  to  have  a permanent  place  ; and 
the  Committee  obtained  the  use  of  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  3d  Dutch  Re- 
formed Church,  free  of  charge,  thus  placing  the  Association  under  great 
obligations  to  its  generous  friends  in  that  Church.  The  sum  of  $1  25  is 
paid  monthly  to  the  Janitor  for  his  services. 

A Circular  addressed  to  Pastors  was  prepared  and  printed  in  an  edition 
of  1500  copies  of  the  Constitution,  about  1000  of  which  were  forwarded  to 
the  address  of  clergymen  in  our  own  and  adjacent  states. 

Quite  a number  of  incidental  expenses  were  incurred  by  the  Committee, 
a detail  of  which  was  furnished  the  Board  of  Managers. 

The  subject  of  obtaining  other  and  more  suitable  rooms  has  occupied  the 
attention  of  the  Committee,  and  a removal  is  recommended  as  soon  as 

practicable.  It  is  suggested  that  two  or  more  rooms  be  rented  or  leased, 
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and  furnished  in  an  attractive  style.  Also,  that  the  present  files  for  papers 
be  dispensed  with,  and  suitable  places  provided  for  papers  and  periodi- 
cals. The  details  need  not  be  entered  into  at  this  time.  The  suggestions 
are  submitted  for  immediate  and  serious  consideration.

Report  of  Committee  on  Lectures. 

Philadelphia,  May  14th,  1855. 

Under  the  directions  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Association,  the  Committee  on  Lectures  have  had  the  following 
sermons  and  lectures  delivered  during  the  last  year : 

The  first  sermon  was  delivered  on  the  evening  of  November  2fith,  1854 
by  the  Rev.  Dudley  A.  Tyng ; and  on  each  successive  Sabbath  evening,  a 
sermon  was  preached  by  one  of  the  following  Clergymen,  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  named  : Rev.  J.  Wheaton  Smith,  R.  S.  S.  Dickerson,  John 
Thomson,  D.D.,  J.  P.  Durbin,  D.D.,  Wm.  J.  R.  Taylor,  C.  Wadsworth,  John 
Chambers,  Charles  A.  Smith,  D.D..  J.  T.  Ward,  AY.  B.  Stevens,  D.D.,  John 
Dowling,  D.D.,  A.  A.  Willetts,  D.  AY.  Bartine,  T.  AY.  J.  Wylie,  and  Richard 
Newton,  D.D.;  seventeen  sermons  in  all.  The  attendance  on  every  occa- 
sion, excepting  one  or  two  evenings  when  the  weather  was  very  inclement, 
was  excellent ; and  fully  justify  the  having  a similar  course  during  the  coming 
season. 

There  were  two  Lectures  delivered.  The  first  by  President  Allen,  of 
Girard  College,  on  “ Moral  Progress,”  in  the  Musical  Fund  Hall ; and  the 
other  by  Hon.  Walter  Lowrie,  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  on 
“ The  Natural  Law  of  the  Sabbath.”

In  regard  to  that  portion  of  our  duty  which  requires  us  to  cause  notices 
of  the  meetings  of  the  Association  to  be  published  in  the  newspapers,  we 
must  own  that,  owing  to  a variety  of  circumstances,  which  we  could  not 
control,  this  had  been  too  much  neglected.  Of  a few  of  the  meetings, 
however,  public  notice  was  taken  in  several  of  the  daily  papers ; and  a full 
sketch  of  the  organization  and  objects  of  the  Association  was  kindly  in- 
serted in  several  of  the  religious  monthlies.

Report  of  Committee  on  Statistics. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report,  that  they  have  attended 
to  the  duties  assigned  them  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  viz.,  the  collection 
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of  the  Sabbath  School  statistics,  within  the  bounds  of  the  old  city  proper, 
and  adjacent  districts.  In  the  discharge  of  the  obligations  imposed  upon 
them,  they  have  visited  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  ( 1 9 ( > ) Sabbath  Schools 
comprised  within  the  above  limits,  from  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  ( 1 9 f > ) 
of  -which  they  have  received  reports,  and  refusal  to  report  from  three  (3), 
consequently  their  numbers  are  not  included  in  this  report.  The  returns 
show  the  gratifying  fact  that  there  are  44,387  children  and  youth  receiving 
religious  instruction  every  Sabbath  from  the  lips  of  4,816  teachers  in  the 
various  evangelical  denominations, — a much  larger  number  than  was  sup- 
posed previous  to  the  completion  of  this  work. 

The  Committee,  in  the  prosecution  of  this  labor,  have  endeavored  to  be 
entirely  correct,  but  notwithstanding  their  efforts,  owing  to  a variety  of 
causes,  they  feel  that  errors  may  have  crept  in  ; where  discovered  they  may 
be  ascribed  to  the  fact,  that  the  effort  being  a new  one,  was  not  understood 
by  the  superintendents  to  whom  they  applied,  and  that  consequently,  the 
amount  of  necessary  care  was  not  given  to  the  making  up  of  reports. 

The  Committee  desire  to  state  that  in  all  cases,  their  information  was 
obtained  from  the  superintendents,  or  the  secretaries,  where  the  schools 
were  regularly  organized. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  would  say,  that  the  information  Is  not  as 
complete  as  they  desired  it  should  be,  but  such  as  it  is,  they  commit  it  to 
the  Association,  asking  their  indulgence  for  the  meagreness  of  the  details 
in  the  report,  and  also  for  the  errors  that  may  be  discovered.

Although  much  difficulty  was  apprehended  in  inducing  members  to  take 
part  in  this  exercise,  from  the  character  of  the  debates  on  some  of  the  sub- 
jects that  were  presented,  we  have  been  very  much  pleased  to  notice  the 
great  improvement  in  this  respect  at  the  latter  meetings.  Each  Essay  or 
Review  should  be  carefully  written  or  composed,  and  contain  the  author’s 
honest  sentiments  ; and  any  brother  present  honestly  disagreeing  in  opinion 
ought  to  state  in  a brotherly  manner  his  difference.  Any  incorrectness  of 
expression  is  likewise  open  to  criticism,  but  all  harsh  expressions,  or  such  as 
are  calculated  to  arouse  or  excite  the  feelings,  should  be  studiously  shunned 
by  every  one  wishing  well  to  the  Association.  There  must  necessarily  be 
some  latitude  for  the  essayist,  and  more  for  criticism  ; but  we  may  well  dis- 
tinguish between  that  kind  of  criticism  which  exhibits  and  explains  differ- 
ences of  opinion,  and  that  which  assumes  to  sit  in  judgment  on  the  senti- 
ments of  a brother.  The  foi  mer,  every  one  seeking  for  truth  will  find  pro- 
fitable. The  latter  will  be  productive  of  discord  and  confusion.

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They  have  received  but  one  application  from  a mercantile  firm  to  procure  a 
suitable  home  for  a young  man  in  their  employ,  which  was  immediately  at- 
tended to.  A member  of  the  Committee  has  visited  the  Rooms  daily,  to 
transact  any  business  requiring  attention. 

'The  Committee  have  principally  endeavored  to  obtain  the  addresses  of 
those  persons  who  receive  but  few  boarders  into  their  families,  and  would 
suggest,  that  arrangements  be  made  to  have  some  suitable  homes  dependent 
upon  the  patronage  of  the  Association  for  their  support.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Employment. 

Philadelphia,  May  15th,  1855. 

In  presenting  this,  their  First  Annual  Report,  your  Committee  deeply 
regret  their  inability  to  record  any  benefit  to  the  Association  or  its  members 
as  the  result  of  their  labors  since  their  appointment ; and  this,  not  from  any 
neglect  of  theirs,  or  any  inattention  to  the  duties  devolving  upon  them,  but 
solely  by  causes  over  which  they  had  no  control. 

The  depressed  state  of  trade  generally  during  the  past  winter  and  the 
present  spring  may  be  mentioned  as  one  of  the  disadvantages  under  which 
they  have  labored.  New  situations'  offering  have  been — as  far  as  our  ob- 
servation extends — but  few. 

Besides  this,  they  were,  until  recently  authorized,  unable  to  give  any  pub- 
licity to  the  aims  and  objects  for  which  this  Committee  was  constituted. 
Without  this,  it  must  be  comparatively  useless,  and  its  efforts  vain  ; for  un- 
less the  business  community  are  aware  of  its  existence  and  design,  they 
cannot  be  expected  to  make  use  of  this  channel  in  supplying  themselves 
with  assistants  when  needed.  Hence,  we  conceive  that  the  proper  policy  is 
to  diffuse  as  widely  as  possible  what  the  Association  wishes  to  accomplish  in 
these  different  spheres  of  operation,  and  it  cannot  help  reaping  the  benefits 
which  liberality  in  this  respect  will  yield. 

Perhaps  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  on  this  occasion  to  give  a brief  outline 
of  our  system  of  working.  There  are  two  registers  kept  of  applicants  for 
employment,  who  must  either  be  members,  or  recommended  by  members, 
one  at  the  Rooms,  which  records  the  number — not  the  name — age,  birth- 
place, and  kind  of  employment  desired  by  the  applicant,  and  is  public.  The 
other,  which  records  the  name,  references,  &c.,  is  kept  by  the  Secretary,  and 
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is  only  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Committee.  Any  employer  wishing  an 
assistant,  observes  the  number  of  the  one  he  thinks  likely  to  suit  hinr,  and 
by  calling  on  the  Secretary,  he  then  obtains  full  information.  Due  care  will 
be  taken  that  this  information  will  be  given  to  none  but  bona  fide  employers, 
so  that  members  may  rely  upon  a strict  privacy  being  observed,  and  may 
thus  at  any  time  register  their  names  without  hesitation. 

Hoping  that  the  coming  season  may  be  more  propitious  for  business,  and 
having  now  the  power,  they  expect  to  take  such  measures  as  will  enable  them 
to  carry  out,  to  the  fullest  extent,  the  object  for  which  they  were  appointed, 
and  become  one  of  the  most  efficient  committees,  as  it  is  certainly  one  of 
the  most  important  in  the  Association. 

They  have  on  their  registers  fourteen  applicants  for  situations,  and  have 
had  an  application  for  two  clerks,  but  none  on  the  list  were  suitable.

Report  of  the  Committee  to  Visit  Sick  Members. 


Philadelphia,  May  15th,  1855. 

Several  months  after  the  Committee  was  appointed,  we  met  and  chose  a 
Chairman  and  Secretary,  and  adopted  the  following  plans  of  operation,  viz.: 
a card  was  printed,  and  posted  in  the  Reading-Room,  containing  the  name 
and  address  of  each  member  of  the  Committee,  with  a request  attached,  that, 
any  member  having  knowledge  of  any  other  member  being  sick,  and  re- 
quiring the  attention  of  the  Committee,  to  report  them  at  the  Reading-Room, 
in  a book  kept  for  the  purpose,  or  to  any  member  of  the  Committee,  and 
stating  they  would  receive  immediate  attention.  Our  plans  have  also  been 
published  at  the  regular  monthly  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Our  duties  have  been  but  few.  The  case  of  one  young  man  who  received 
attention  for  several  weeks,  three  nights  each  week,  is  all  we  have  been 
called  to  do.  This  case,  however,  was  a very  extreme  one,  and  needed  a 
great  amount  of  care  and  attention.  We  attended  him  until  he  was  con- 
valescent. The  usefulness  of  the  Committee  could  doubtless  be  much  aug- 
mented by  the  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  Association  in  conformity 
to  our  printed  request.  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  it  is  one  of 
the  most  important  on  the  list,  and  ought  to  be  continued.

PREAMBLE. 

We  the  subscribers,  actuated  by  a desire  to  pro- 
mote evangelical  religion  among  young  men  resident

Sect.  2. — Any  male  member  of  an  Evangelical 
Church,  in  good  standing,  under  forty-five  years  of 
age,  may  become  an  active  member,  by  the  payment 
of  one  dollar  in  advance,  annually.  Active  members 
only  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  and  be  eligible  to 
? office  ; 'which  privileges  shall  cease  at  the  age  of  forty- 
five  years.

— Any  member  of  the  Association  may 
propose  the  name  of  a candidate  for  membership  at 
any  of  its  regular  meetings ; but  a vote  shall  not  be 
taken  thereon  until  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the 
as  Association,  when  a vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present  shall  be  required  to  elect  said  candidate. 


ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES  OF  MEMBERS. 

Sect.  1. — The  members  of  the  Association  shall 
seek  out  young  men  taking  up  their  residence  in 

* Professors  of  Religion  over  forty-five  years  of  age. 
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Philadelphia  and  its  vicinity,  and  endeavor  to  bring 
them  under  moral  and  religious  influences,  by  aiding 
them  in  the  selection  of  suitable  boarding  places  and 
employment ; by  introducing  them  to  the  members 
and  privileges  of  this  Association  ; by  securing  their 
attendance  at  some  place  of  worship  on  the  Sabbath ; 
and,  by  every  means  in  their  power,  surrounding  them 
with  Christian  associates. 

Sect.  2. — The  members  of  this  Association  shall 
exert  themselves  to  interest  the  churches  to  which 
they  respectively  belong,  in  its  object  and  in  its  wel- 
fare. They  shall  labor  to  induce  all  suitable  young 
men  of  their  acquaintance  to  connect  themselves  with 
the  Association,  and  use  all  practicable  means  for  in- 
creasing its  membership,  activity,  and  usefulness. 


ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

Sect.  1. — The  officers  of  this  Association  shall 
consist  of  a President,  one  Vice-President  from  each 
denomination  represented  in  the  Association,  a Re- 
cording Secretary,  a Registering  Secretary,  a Cor- 
responding Secretary,  and  a Treasurer : also,  a Board 
of  Managers,  consisting  of  two  members  from  each 
denomination  represented  in  the  Association  ; and  of 
which  the  officers  elected  shall  be  ex-officio  members. 

Sect.  2. — All  of  the  above-named  officers  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot,  on  the  fourth  Monday  evening  in 
May  of  each  year ; and  shall  enter  upon  office,  and 
hold  the  same  for  one  year,  from  the  first  day  of 
June  following  said  election,  and  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  have  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their 
duties.

ARTICLE  V. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Sect.  1. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  or 
in  his  absence,  of  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  to  pre- 
side at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  Board  of 
Managers,  and  preserve  in  strict  exercise,  the  rules 
established  by  Parliamentary  usage.  It  shall  also  be 
the  duty  of  the  President,  to  present  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association,  a full  report  of  its  doings 
and  progress  during  the  past  year. 

Sect.  2. — It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  Recording 
Secretary  to  attend  all  the  meetings,  and  keep  a cor- 
rect record  of  the  proceedings  thereat,  and  notify  all 
officers  of  their  election.  He  shall  furnish  to  the 
Chairman  of  each  committee  that  shall  he  appointed, 
a list  of  the  members  of  said  committee,  and  a draft 
of  the  business  committed. 

Sect.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Registering 
Secretary  to  keep  a full  and  complete  register  of  the 
name,  place  of  residence,  denomination,  and  church 
of  each  member  of  the  Association,  also  stating  to 
which  class  of  members  he  may  belong,  and  an 
Alphabetical  Index  thereto:  also  a register  of  mem- 
bers proposed  at  each  meeting  of  the  Association. 
The  above  books  to  be  kept  open  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Association  for  the  inspection  of  its  members.  He 
shall  notify  all  members  of  their  election,  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  Recording  Secretary  discharge  the 
duties  pertaining  to  that  office. 

Sect.  4. — The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall, 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  be 
the  organ  of  the  Association,  in  its  conferences  with 
other  societies,  and  with  the  public.  He  shall  keep 
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copies  of  all  letters  written  by  him  relating  to  the 
affairs  of  the  Association,  and  files  of  all  received 
by  him  in  reference  to  its  concerns. 

Sect.  5. — The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys 
due  the  Association,  and  shall  disburse  the  same 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers ; and 
shall  keep  a full  and  correct  account  of  his  trans- 
actions, and  report  to  the  Board,  when  required,  and 
to  the  Association  at  its  annual  meeting. 

Sect.  6. — The  Board  of  Managers  shall  take 
general  supervision  of  the  affairs  of  the  Association  ; 
its  finances,  correspondence,  rooms,  library,  lectures, 
publications,  etc. ; and  shall  hold  .its  meetings  at 
least  once  a month — of  which  nine  shall  constitute 
a quorum ; and  shall  construct  by-laws  for  their  own 
government. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

VACANCIES  IN  OFFICE. 

In  case  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  of  the 
offices,  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  power  to 
fill  the  same,  until  the  time  of  the  next  annual 
election. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

MEETINGS. 

Sect.  1. — There  shall  be  a meeting  of  the  Asso- 
ciation on  the  fourth  Monday  evening  of  each 
month ; for  the  proposal  and  election  of  members ; 
for  the  promotion  of  social  and  Christian  inter- 
course ; and  for  the  reception  and  consideration  of 
such  information  as  may  advance  the  welfare  of  the 
Association.

Sect.  2. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association,  on  the  fourth  Monday  evening  in 
May  of  each  year,  at  which  time  the  reports  of  the 
President  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read. 

Sect.  3. — Special  meetings  of  the  Association, 
for  the  transaction  of  business,  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  at  the  written  request  of  ten  members 
thereof. 

Sect.  4. — Twenty-one  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  at  any  meeting  where  business  is  to  be 
transacted;  due  notice  having  been  previously  given 
thereof. 

Sect.  5. — All  meetings  of  the  Association  shall 
be  opened  by  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  and  by 
prayer  ; and  closed  with  singing  and  prayer. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

DISCIPLINE. 

In  any  case  of  immorality  in  any  member  of  the 
Association,  •which  shall  be  communicated  in  writing 
to  the  Board  of  Managers,  they  shall  investigate  it, 
and  take  such  action  (subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
Association),  as  may  seem  expedient.  Provided , 
such  member  shall  have  the  opportunity  to  make  his 
defence  to  the  Board  and  to  the  Association. 


ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

The  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  by  which  none 
but  members  in  good  standing  of  evangelical  churches 
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may  vote  or  hold  office,  shall  never  be  annulled ; and 
no  amendment  of  this  Constitution  may  be  made, 
which,  if  made,  would  allow  these  said  provisions  to 
he  annulled.  In  other  respects,  this  Constitution 
may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  at  any  regular  meeting  of 
the  Association,  Provided , such  alteration  or  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  proposed  at  a meeting  at  least 
one  month  previous.

ARTICLE  I. 

LIBRARY  AND  LIBRARIAN. 

Sect.  1. — There  shall  be  established  at  the  rooms 
of  the  Association,  a library  of  bound  volumes,  pe- 
riodicals, and  papers,  selected  under  the  care  of  the 
Board  of  Managers  ; which  shall  be  open  every  week- 
day, from  2 to  10,  p.m. 

Sect.  2. — The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a Librarian,  and  to  fix  his  com- 
pensation, and  define  his  duties. 

ARTICLE  II. 

MEANS  FOR  EFFECTING  THE  OBJECTS  OF  THE 
ASSOCIATION. 

The  following  means,  in  addition  to  the  establish- 
ment of  a library,  shall  be  some  of  those  authorized 
by  the  Association  for  the  extension  of  its  usefulness. 

Sect.  1. — Devotional  meetings,  weekly  ;*  at  each 
of  which,  those  present  shall  choose  a leader  for  the 
next  subsequent  occasion,  under  such  regulations  as 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Managers. 


* Every  Tuesday  evening. 
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Sect.  2. — An  annual  course  of  lectures,  during 
the  winter  months,  on  subjects  calculated  to  interest 
young  men ; also,  during  as  much  of  the  year  as 
practicable,  regular  lectures  or  sermons  on  Sabbath 
evenings,  by  clergymen  of  the  various  denominations 
who  may  consent. 

Sect.  3. — A book  shall  be  kept  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Association,  containing  a list  of  Sunday  Schools 
needing  teachers,  with  the  name  and  denomination  of 
the  church  to  which  they  are  attached,  and  the  locality 
thereof. 

Sect.  4. — At  the  regular  monthly  meetings  of  the 
Association,  there  shall  be  presented  an  essay  by  a 
member  of  the  Association,  on  a subject  previously 
assigned  him ; alternating  monthly,  with  a written 
review  of  some  book ; the  subject  to  be  of  a moral  or 
religious  character,  not  sectarian  or  political,  and  in 
length  limited  to  fifteen  minutes ; after  which  the 
subject  shall  be  thrown  open  to  the  Association  for 
general  discussion. 

Sect.  5. — No  essay,  review,  or  motion,  of  a sec- 
tarian or  political  character,  shall  be  entertained  by 
the  Association,  nor  shall  any  denominational  refe- 
rence be  made  in  debate. 

Sect.  6. — In  case  any  member  shall  be  about  to 
leave  this  city  for  other  places  in  which  are  similar 
Associations,  he  shall,  on  requesting  the  same,  and 
on  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials, 
receive  from  the  President  and  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary a card  of  introduction  to  the  officers  of  those 
societies. 

Sect.  7. — There  shall  be  appointed  annually  the

This 
committee  shall  file  and  preserve  the  original  papers, 
in  the  library  of  the  Association.

6.  A committee  of  six,  on  credentials,  including 
the  President  and  Secretaries  of  the  Association. 

7.  Except  on  special  motion  to  the  contrary,  all 
committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer 
of  the  Association.

ARTICLE  IV. 

COMMITTEES. 


Sect.  1. — The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board 
shall  be  a Library  Committee,  a Committee  on  Rooms 
and  Distribution,  a Committee  on  Lectures,  a Com- 
mittee of  Ways  and  Means,  a Printing  and  Publishing 
Committee,  and  a Committee  on  Statistics  ; and  such 
other  committees  as  the  Board  may  deem  necessary. 

Sect.  2. — The  Standing  Committees  shall  severally 
consist  of  six  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a Vice- 
President  of  the  Association.

Sect.  4. — The  President  of  the  Association  shall 
be  ex-officio  a member  of  each  of  the  standing  com- 
mittees. 


ARTICLE  V. 

DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Sect.  1. — The  Library  Committee  shall  use  all 
suitable  means  for  the  increase  and  preservation  of 
the  Library ; they  shall  also  approve  all  publications 
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previous  to-  their  admission  into  the  Library  and 
Reading  Rooms  of  the  Association. 

Sect.  2. — The  Committee  on  Rooms  and  Distribu- 
tion shall  select  (subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board) 
proper  rooms  for  the  use  of  the  Association,  and 
make  provision  for  furnishing,  lighting,  warming,  and 
keeping  in  order  the  same.  They  shall  cause  copies 
of  the  Constitution,  with  a list  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Association,  and  the  locality  of  its  rooms,  to  be  for- 
warded to  the  pastor  of  each  evangelical  church  in 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania  and  the  adjacent  States; 
with  an  invitation  to  give-  letters  of  introduction  to 
the  officers  of  the  Society , to  young  men  coming  from 
thence  to  this  city. 

Sect.  8. — The  Committee  on  Lectures  shall  have 
power  to  provide  for  the  delivery  of  an  annual  course 
of  public  lectures  or  sermons,  upon  subjects  adapted 
to  the  spiritual  and  mental  improvement  of  young 
men. 

Sect.  4. — The  Committee  of  Ways  ana l Means 
shall  devise  means  for  obtaining  the  necessary  funds 
for  the  Association ; and  shall  approve  all  accounts 
against  the  Association  previous  to  their  payment  by 
the  Treasurer. 

Sect.  5. — The  Printing  and  Publishing  Commit- 
tee shall  superintend  the  printing  and  publishing  of 
all  books,  documents,  reports,  and  circulars  issued  by 
the  Association.  They  shall  also  prepare,  and  cause 
to  be  inserted  in  the  newspapers  of  this  city,  such 
communications  relative  to  the  Society  and  its  opera- 
tions, as  may  from  time  to  time  appear  calculated  to 
interest  the  Christian  public  in  its  behalf. 


Statistics. 


Sect.  6. — The  Committee  on  Statistics  shall  en- 
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deavor  to  ascertain  how  many  young  men  are  com- 
municants in  the  several  evangelical  churches  in  this 
city ; the  number  of  young  men  who  attend  divine 
worship  ; and  also  the  number  of  those  who  desecrate 
the  Sabbath ; and  shall  collect  such  other  facts  as 
may  serve  to  show  the  moral  and  religious  condition 
of  young  men  in  Philadelphia  and  its  vicinity.  They 
shall  also  collect,  through  the  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, the  statistics  of  similar  societies  in  other  parts 
of  the  world,  for  use  as  the  Board  shall  direct. 


ARTICLE  VI. 

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES. 

Each  standing  committee  shall  make  a written 
report  at  least  once  in  every  month,  and  whenever 
requested  by  the  Board. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

All  the  aforesaid  committees  shall,  previous  to 
committing  the  Association  to  any  course  of  action, 
or  to  the  disbursement  of  moneys,  have  the  especial 
sanction  of  the  Board  thereto. 


ARTICLE  VIII. 

DISBURSEMENT  OF  FUNDS. 

No  moneys  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  except 
by  the  approval  of  the  Board,  certified  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary. 
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ARTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These  by-laws  may  be  amended  by  a vote  of  a ma- 
jority of  the  Managers  present  at  a regular  meeting 
of  the  Board,  Provided , notice  shall  have  been  given 
at  a previous  stated  meeting,  of  the  proposed  amend- 
ments ; or  in  case  of  emergency,  by  a vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Managers  present  at  any  regular  meet- 
ing,  without  previous  notice.
